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6. PUBLIC APPEARANCES 
 
SCHEDULED PUBLIC APPEARANCE 
• Clay Poulson, dba Yucatecan Imports, re: Recent Enforcement of Sign Laws on Mill Avenue. 

Mr. Poulson stated that his business has been located at 414 S. Mill for the last eight and one-half 
years.  He could move his business to any city in about a dozen different countries in the world.   He 
speaks as a representative of other small businesses on in Tempe.  His business is in the 
downtown district, and he realizes there are problems throughout Tempe.  The recent sign 
enforcement is having an immediate impact on small businesses.  He is concerned about the long 
term impact.  He doesn’t believe Tempe is out to hurt small businesses, but it is hurting his 
business.  He showed examples of signs.  The signs are necessary to direct the public to his area in 
the Mill Avenue Courtyard area.  Tempe is very seasonal and many tourists are in the area.  Without 
signs, he misses the tourist business.   
 
Mayor Hallman stated that the Downtown Tempe Community (DTC) represents all the businesses 
in the downtown.   
 
Mr. Poulson responded that he had recently met with the DTC.  He distributed a list of 16 
businesses that agree the sign ordinance is hurting small businesses.  He feels the code 
enforcement representatives should be offering assistance in creating appropriate signs to help the 
businesses. 
 
Mayor Hallman added that the City has been working with Mr. Poulson’s landlord to get a sign that 
would service all of the shops in the Mill Avenue Courtyard.  He asked if there were signs in front of 
his location before he signed his lease. 
 
Mr. Poulson responded that the businesses are struggling. 
 
Mayor Hallman added that the photographs provided show buildings with empty space.  The City is 
currently tight for retail space that we are at a 4% vacancy rate.  Mr. Poulson might not be aware 
that part of the reason that the specific buildings showing vacancies is because there is a 
redevelopment plan going forward by two of the developers.  One photo shows a business as if it is 
out of business, but that building is being rehabilitated by the owner because he believes it is a great 
investment on Mill Avenue.  Restaurant Mexico is going into the building that is part of that and there 
are additional plans for what is being rehabilitated.  That shows investment by small business 
landlords in the neighborhood.  More importantly, he understands Mr. Poulson has been made 
aware that the City is working with his landlord to seek ways in which signage could be prepared 
that would meet the sign code but also help bring attention to the businesses in the Courtyard.
